(Buck) Drinkwater was chair­ 
man. 
The proposal failed to carry a 
single precinct. 
It was the first there had been 
a vote on the proposal. 
A petition bearing 117 names, 
was brought t^ the city council, 
requesting the election, accord­

to City Manager Doug 
Hequembourg. Only 96 names 
were needed.

SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP) — Three-fourths of South 
Viet Nam is controlled by the 
Viet Cong — or by nobody. 
This is the opinion of author­ 
itative 
sources 
who 
have 
watched 
the 
Saigon 
govern­ 
m ent's grip weaken in the prov­ 
inces, even after the arrival of 
nearly 200,000 U.S. troops. The 
situation throws a big shadow 
over hopes for a permanent 
cease-fire and plans to move the 
country toward dem ocracy. 
These sources say the govern­ 
ment today controls less than a 
quarter of the land — controls 
it, that is, in the sense of having 
government executive channels 
working in all respects. 
Some UJS. officials don't think 
this is too im portant. They 
argue that much of the area 
controlled by the Viet Cong or 
the "no m an's land" is jungled 
o r mountainous territo ry where 
few if any people live. Since the 
Saigon 
regim e 
controls the 
cities, more than half the pop­ 
ulation is in areas held by the 
government. 
Only two of Viet N am 's 45 
provinces are considered whol­ 
ly under government control— 
Gia Dinh, which surrounds Sai­ 
gon, and An Giang, center of the 
Hoa Hao religious sect which is 
determ inedly anti-Communist. 
Even in some areas listed in 
the 
government column, the 
Viet Cong underground operates 
freely, and the chance of am ­ 
bush always haunt government 
and Am erican troops. Saigon 
police have battled with Viet 
Cong m ilitary units on the very 
outskirts of the capital. 
Two 
district capitals, roughly equiv­ 
alent to county seats in the 
United States, have been aban­ 
doned in the past month be­ 
cause 
of overwhelming Viet 


Cong p ressu re. They were with- 
in 30 m iles of UJS. Marine 
beachheads, but that didn't save 
Minh Long and Hiep Due. 
Viewing their past gains and 
ti e inability so far of the Allied 
forces to trap Viet Cong or 
North Vietnamese forces for a 
m ajor showdown fight in the 
field, the Communists must feel 
fairly confident. 
It is against this background 
that hopes for an early peace or 
perm anent cease-fire must be 
weighed. 
Although

strikes and Am erican and Viet­ 
nam ese 
operations 
through 
their base camp are as, the Viet 
Cong still continue to strike 
with a fanatical spirit. 
The Saigon government is de­ 
term ined that there will be no 
peace talks that would concede 
Viet Cong control as it stands or 
that would lim it the government 
to the are as it now holds. Ha­ 
noi's reluctance to negotiate 
appears to show optim ism that 
the Viet Cong will strengthen its 
position. 
A ssessing the situation, relia­ 
ble sources say that the govern­ 
ment and the Viet Cong each 
control about one-quarter of 
the country. The other half is 
disputed territo ry . 
The government foothold 
in 
these disputed are as usually 
amounts to scattered outposts 
that protect little more 
than 
their own barbed w ire. It is the 
Viet Cong who usually a re able 
to move into the villages 
at 
night to ham m er home their 
propaganda. 
American and South Vietnam­ 
ese hopes are pinned on expect­ 
ed conventional m ilitary show­ 
downs with the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese

CHICAGO (AP) — Women 
who 
wiggle when they walk 
have no physiological reason for 
walking that way, says a bone 
specialist. 
"The fem ale walk can be put 
o n ," said D r. Louis H. Pa- 
radies, assistan t professor of 
orthopedics at the University 
of Texas' Southwestern Medical 
School in D allas. 
"It (the walk) can be learned 
without difficulty and easily be­ 
com es a habit," Pa radies said 
Monday. 
For several years Pa radies 
and his colleagues have been 
taking movies of people walking. 
One of the questions they sought 
to answer w as: Why do women 
wiggle when they walk? 
'•We can find no physiological 
reason why women should have 
to walk that w ay," Para dies 
said at the 33rd annual meeting 
of the A m erican Academy of 
Orthopedic Surgeons. 
But, he said, the movies Indi­ 
cate that women who show a 
marked 
hip 
movement 
take 


short steps and keep their knees 
stiff. Because of this, he said, 
their hip bone is forced to oscil­ 
late. 


Men do not show the hip gyra­ 
tion because they typically take 
long steps and keep their knees 
loose, said the doctor. As a re­ 
sult, 
he 
said, men have a 
sm oother walk. 
Paradies said that high-heeled 
shoes have nothing to do with 
the female gait. 


The formula is sim ple: When 
short steps are taken with stiff 
knees, the hip bone oscillates. 
When one side of the hip bone 
goes up, the oth' *• side goes 
down. And that entu the mys­ 
tery . 
He said that if the pelvic 
structure were not capable of 
gyrating, women who took short 
steps would bob up and down In 
an unbecoming gait. 
He added that the undulating 
female gait most certainly does 
not come naturally. It has to be 
learned.

ST. LOUIS (AP) —- Three 
Washington University 
sci­ 
entists are attem pting to map 
the earthquake fault zone 
in 
southeast M issouri with the aid 
of $31,800 granted to the uni­ 
versity by the National Science 
Foundation. 
The three began work Dec. 1, 
in hopes of locating the fault 
zone. They said the area is sec­ 
ond only to the West Coast in 
the frequency of earth trem ors. 
Dr. Emil Mateker J r., an as­ 
sistant professor of geophysics; 
Dr. Leroy Soharon, geophysics 
professor and D r. Norman S. 
Hinchey, associate geology pro­ 
fesso r, 
are heading the re­ 
search team . 
They said the M issouri earth­ 
quake zone is still a mystery 
even though the West Coast 
fault has been mapped. 
The trio will head a research 
team which varies from five to 
seven persons. They expect the 
study to cost about $120,000 
over a three-year period. 
Mateker said instrum ents to 
detect magnetic and density of 
rocks in the area will be used 
to map the fault. 


Cold Jabs 
Deep South

Cold weather gripped most of 
the United States today, pene­ 
trating into Florida and the 
Deep South. 
The tem perature reached 6 
below zero Monday in London, 
Ky. A 70-year-old woman and 
two grandchildren died in a fire 
in their rural home near Jack­ 
son in eastern Kentucky. 
In w estern New York, hit by a 
weekend snow storm , two per­ 
sons died. They brought to 12 
the number of deaths in New 
York state attributed to heart 
attacks while clearing snow or 
pushing stalled c a rs. 
Schools were closed in 16 Ken­ 
tucky counties today because of 
the extrem e cold. 
The early-m orninglow was 15 
at Louisville. 
The Arkansas State Police 
said all roads in the state were 
in very bad condition from snow 
and freezing rain. 
Several public schools were 
closed today in Arkansas, in­ 
cluding all in the L ittle Rock 
a re a . 
A car hit a patch of ice near 
Magnolia in southwestern Ar­ 
kansas Monday, flipped into a 
ditch and was upside down with 
only the tire s above water when 
the two occupants were pulled 
to safety. 
Snow, sleet and freezing rain 
covered a vast area oftheSouth 
today. Sleet pelted M ississippi 
a s te r south as Jackson 
and 
M eridian. Hazardous - driving 
w arnings were in effect for A r­ 
kansas, w estern 
Tennessee, 
p arts of M ississippi and Ala­ 
bam a. 
Two inches of snow fell in L it­ 
tle Rock, A rk., Monday with 
one-inch tells in Wichita, Kan.; 
Tulsa, Okla.; and Pine Bluff 
and El Dorado, Ark. 
Miami, Fla., had its coldest 
day of the winter Monday with 
a low of 49 and a high of 70. 
The Northeast was smothered 
under up to two feet of snow 
from Sundy's storm .

(AP) — A UJS. A ir Force troop 
transport carrying 46 A m eri­ 
cans and a cargo of m ortar 
shells crashed in dense fog and 
rain today in the central high­ 
lands just after taking off from 
An Khe. All aboard were killed. 
The twin-engine C l23 F air­ 
child Provider slam m ed into a 
hillside five m iles east of An 
Khe and the impact exploded 
the m ortar shells. The plane 
carried a crew of four from the 
315th Air Commando Group and 
42 soldiers of the 7th Cavalry 
Regiment. 
UJS. officials said it was the 
w orst American air crash in the 
Vietnamese w ar. 
Ammunition 
and 
grenades 
carried by the soldiers aboard 
exploded 
in 
the trem endous 
heat. 
A search party reached the 
scene at noon in heavy rain. The 
cloud ceiling was 300 feet when 
the plane took off. 
The cause of the crash was 
not immediately known. 
An Khe is the staging area for 
the UJS. 1st Cavalry,A irm obile 
Division, 
which 
has 
been 
fighting 
the 
Viet 
Cong and 
North Vietnamese regulars in 
the highlands. It lies 250 m iles 
northeast of Saigon in moun­ 
tains where Communist snipers 
occasionally shoot at American 
planes. 
The C123 is a lum bering a ir­ 
craft with a cruising speed of 
190 miles an hour. 
The worst a ir disaster of the 


Vietnamese war involved a UJS. 
A ir Force C123 which crashed 
into a peak south of Nha Trang 
last Dec. 11,killing81 Vietnam­ 
ese soldiers and the four A m eri­ 
can crewmen. 
The highest Am erican toll in a 
plane crash indirectly 
con­ 
nected with the war occurred 
last Aug. 24 when a UJS. Ma­ 
rine Corps Cl 30 transport car­ 
rying 
53 M arines 
and two 
sailors back to the front from a 
brief leave crashed into Hong 
Kong 
harbor. 
Fifty 
eight 
perished. 
The unit killed in the crash 
today was en route to join one of 
a number of general offensives 
launched 
by the A m ericans, 
A ustralians, 
South 
Koreans, 
New Zealanders and South Viet­ 
namese soon after the lunar 
New Year truce ended Sunday. 
The probes so ter have made 
alm ost no contact with the in­ 
surgents,

The next thing he 
knew, he said, he was being 
beaten. Pyle said Phelan had 
face bruises and cuts and ap­ 
parently "had been worked over 
pretty good." 
Phelan said the man who beat 
him was about 5 feet 10 inches 
tall, weighed about 160 pounds, 
was wearing a khaki cap with 
bill, khaki jacket and dark pants.

Sen. Edward V. Long, Mis­ 
souri Democrat, was among 
those expressing tevor for the 
amendment. 
Both Senate and House would 
have to give two-thirds approval 
for such an amendment, which 
would then become effective 
only if ratified by three-fourths 
of the states. 
Although Johnson argued in a 
special m essage against stag­ 
gering the election of the rep re­ 
sentatives, 26 senators 
said 
they do not tevor electing all 
of the m em bers in presidential 
years. 
Among them was Sen. Stuart 
Symington, M issouri

cra t. 
Twenty-four 
senators 
said 
they are not in favor of four- 
year term s. Only 20 generally 
supported the P resident's plan, 
a narrow base on which to build 
toward the 67 votes which would 
be needed for passage if all sen­ 
ato rs voted.

inces, even after the arrival of 
nearly 200,000 UJS. troops. The 
situation throws a big shadow 
over hopes for a permanent 
cease-fire and plans to move the 
country toward democracy. 
These sources say the govern­ 
ment today controls less than a 
quarter of the land — controls 
it, that is, in the sense of having 
government executive channels 
working in all respects. 
Some UJJ. officials don't think 
this Is too important. They 
argue that much of the area 
controlled by tile Viet Cong or 
the "no man's land" Is jungled 
or mountainous territory where 
few if any people live. Since the 
Saigon 
regime 
controls the 
cities, more than half the pop­ 
ulation is in areas held by the 
government. 
Only two of Viet Nam's 45 
provinces are considered whol­ 
ly under government control— 
Gia Dinh, which surrounds Sai­ 
gon, and An Glang, center of tile 
Hoa Hao religious sect which is 
determinedly anti-Communtst.

orthopedics at the University 
of T ex a s* S ou thw est ern Me ileal 
School in Dallas. 
"It (the walk) can be learned 
without difficulty and easily be­ 
comes a habit,** Pa radles said 
Monday. 
For several years Pa radles 
and his colleagues have been 
taking movies of people walking. 
One of the questions they sought 
to answer was: Why do women 
wiggle when they walk? 
"We can find no physiological 
reason why women should have 
to walk that way," Pa radles 
said at the 33rd annual meeting 
of the American Academy of 
Orthopedic Surgeons. 
But, he said, the movies indi­ 
cate that women who show a 
marked 
hip 
movement 
take 


short steps and keep their knees 
stiff. Because of this, he said, 
their hip bone is forced to oscil­ 
late. 


Men do not show the hip gyra­ 
tion because they typically take 
long steps and keep their knees 
loose, said the doctor. As a re­ 
sult, he 
said, men have a 
smoother walk. 
Parodies said teat highheeled 
shoes have nothing to do with 
the female gait. 


The formula is simple: When 
short steps are taken with stiff 
knees, the hip bone oscillates. 
When one side of the hip bone 
goes up, the oth' * side goes 
down. And that enu. the mys­ 
tery , 
He said that lf the pelvic 
structure were not capable of 
gyrating, women who took short 
steps would bob up and down In 
an unbecoming gait. 
He added that the undulating 
female gait most certainly does 
not come naturally, It has to be 
learned.

They expect the 
study to cost about $120,000 
over a three-year period.

Edward V. Long, Mis­ 
souri Democrat, was among 
those expressing Uvor for the 
amendment. 
Both Senate and House would 
have to give two-thirds approval 
for such an amendment, which 
would then become effective 
only if ratified by three-fourths 
of the states. 
Although Johnson argued in a 
special message against stag­ 
gering the election of the repre­ 
sentatives, 26 senators 
said 
they do not favor electing aU 
of the mem bers in presidential 
years. 
Among them was Sen. Stuart 
Symington, Missouri 
Demo­ 
crat. 
Twenty-four 
senators said 
they are not In favor of four- 
year term s. Only 20 generaUy 
supported the President's plan, 
a narrow base on which to build 
toward the 67 votes which would 
be needed for passage if all sen­ 
ators voted. 
Those who were canvassed 
were asked: 
Do you favor President John­ 
son's proposal for election of 
House members to four-year 
term s in presidential years? lf 
not, do you favor (I) maintain­ 
ing the status quo or (2) the 
election of half the House mem­ 
bership every two years? 
Nineteen Democrats and one 
Republican said they generaUy 
favor the President's proposal. 
Some of those, however, had 
reservations as to how it might 
be put into effect.

ALLIES(?) AND OURSELVES! 
We are asked to support the war effort in 
Viet Nam (and perhaps 99 per cent of us DO 
support it) yet our Government: 
1. Allows Canada to ship millions of bushels 
of wheat to feed the Red Chinese and Viet 
Cong; 
2. Allows Communist Cuba, Mexico, Fmgland, 
France and other countries to send war materiel 
and food (food is “ war m ateriel,” too, in time 
of War) to our enemies; 
3. Pays 
refugees from Castro $100 monthly 
and gives them asylum here, thus reducing his 
troubles, strengthening his hold on that hapless 
nation, and allowing him to infiltrate other Cen­ 
tral and South American nations;

Some of this indignation, fright, concern, 
patriotism which I know my friends share with 
me will be expressed in a big rally of young 
patriots (YAF) Saturday night in St. Louis. But 
speaking, shouting, and flag-waving in the Arena 
will not be enough: 
Congress convenes Monday. The judicial and 
administrative branches of our government 
seem to be coddling, appeasing, even accommo­ 
dating the Communists and Socialist (those 
near-cousins of the Commies). So, Congress is 
the only place for us to turn. Then let us turn 
to Congress with a vengeance, fraught with 
courage over fear, demanding actions natural 
from our gigantic, benevolent republic, rather 
than the stupid and weak fizzlings of what may 
appear to our enemies to be from a decadent 
democracy! And let’s do it NOW!

It has been submerged in an avalanche of at­ 
tention directed at the Viet Nam war, other 
domestic spending programs of the Great So­ 
ciety, proposed retraction of the excise taxes 
on telephone calls and new automobiles. 
If President Johnson merely proposes the ad­ 
dition of another bureau on top of the awesome 
structure in the federal capital, Congress should 
boot the transportation department proposal 
right out of the picture. 
If the President plans to consolidate all the 
myriad federal agencies now regulating trans- 
portation--the railroads, passenger and freight 
conveyances on the highways and in the air, 
the steamship lines, the barge and other river 
transportation vessels—into one department, 
Congress should act quickly to bring it into 
being. 
Transportation, whether 
it be a commuter 
riding a train from New Jersey to New York 
or a shipper on the Great Lakes waterways, 
is important to the lives of all Americans. 
The American people have deserved a better 
coordinated transportation policy than they have 
gotten. 
Railroads no longer hold a monopoly or should 
be subsidized as a beginner by the federal 
government’s policy toward them for many 
years has not recognized the changes in the 
transportation field that have affected the in­ 
dustry. The railroads have in SQme respects 
been unable to compete equally with other forms 
of transportation. 
Some railroads have been allowed to terminate 
services that it may have been in the national 
interest to continue. 
The industry has been afflicted by a variety 
of regulations and rules that have been contradic­ 
tory, in many instances harmful to growth if 
not its very existence, the need to make an 
adequate profit has not always been kept firmly 
in mind and regulations have on occasion un­ 
duly favored one type of transportation to the 
detriment of another. 
For years there has been a need for a co­ 
ordinated transportation j)olicy, which would 
permit all segments of the industry to thrive 
on the basis of the public interest, their need 
for the various forms of transportation and to 
encourage growth. 
If this is what the President proposes let’s 
get along with the task of putting it into effect 
and eliminate a whole regiment of regulatory 
bureaus.

The Missouri Highway Patrol 
Safety Division reports that 168 
pedestrians were included in 
the toll of 1,358 traffic deaths 
in Missouri last year. 
Every 
month of 1965 
re ­ 
corded 
pedestrian 
fatalities. 
October and November had the 
highest number of pedestrian 
deaths with 20 each. The low­ 
est fatality toll came in March 
when nine persons died while 
walking in Missouri 
traffic. 
Captain John A. Berglund, of 
the 
Patrol’s Safety Division, 
made this 
comment. “ When 
people talk about traffic acci­ 
dents, they often visualize 
a 
crash between cars. This is 
not always true. Frequently the 
.collision is between a motor 
vehicle and a human being. 
“ Over the past five 
years 
Missouri traffic mishaps have 
claimed the lives of 5,771 peo­ 
ple. Included in this toll were 
700 pedestrians, or 12 per cent 
of the total.” 
Captain Berglund potnted out 
that just as the 
motorist has 
the responsibility to drive care­ 
fully, so the pedestrian has just 
as great a responsibility to pre­ 
serve his life by walking safely. 
Pedestrian violations 
are of­ 
ten the contributing factor in the 
car-pedestrian type accident 
The Captain 
went on to re ­ 
mind motorists to lie extra 


alert for youngsters and elder­ 
ly people. “ Children often don’t 
think, and the adult must think 
for him, especially in danger 
areas such as near schools and 
playgrounds. The elderly people 
are often impaired in sight and 
hearing. Subsequently their re ­ 
actions are slower, requiring 
extra 
caution on the driver’s 
part. 
“ The pedestrian fatality toll 
for this year can be minimized, 
if both motorists and pedestri­ 
ans obey the traffic laws and 
are 
extra alert for the pres­ 
ence of one another,” Captain 
Berglund concluded.

ANOTHER “ GAP” 
In the arena of political de­ 
bate, we have heard of such 
so-called issues as “ the m is­ 
sile gap” and “ the technology 
gap” .

He added that tourism, which 
our government helped rebuild 
in Europe as a post-war re ­ 
covery measure, has become 
a “ gold-gobbling monster.” 
It appears that the solution be­ 
ing proposed is to make citi­ 
zens pay for the erro rs in judg­ 
ment of bureaucrats and con­ 
gressmen. It is they who are 
responsible for the gold drain, 
through years of legislation by 
which they have encouraged for­ 
eign aid, investment of Amer­ 
ican capital abroad to build 
factories 
in competition with 
American industry, and other 
foolish 
and 
disastrous pro­ 
gram s. Meanwhile, 
they have 
fostered inflation which makes 
American prices too high for 
foreign markets; in fact, 
our 
prices are so high that foreign 
tourists cannot afford a trip to 
the United States.

NEW YORK (A P)—Tilings a 
columnist might never know if 
he didn’t open his mail: 
In this age of anxiety one out 
of 12 Americans takes tranquil­ 
izers.

But many doctors think you 
can calm down just as well — 
and save money—by just going 
for a brisk three to five-mile 
walk. 
Before the rise of dentistry,

or treated.

Sargent Shriver 
achieved Peace Corps miracles 
WASHINGTON — In 14 years 
the entire United States is in 
danger of being in the same boat 
as New York City, which has 
forbidden restaurants to serve 
water unless requested because 
of the water shortage. 
This is the general finding of 
the 
Senate 
subcommittee on 
Water Pollution 
which, after 
exhaustive hearings, publishes 
a prediction that by 1980—only 
14 years away--the American 
people will lie using 650 billion 
gallons of water daily, yet will 
have only 650 billion gallons 
available from 
our stream s, 
lakes and reservoirs. 
If this prediction is true, or 
even partially true, it means 
that the United States, once 
lavish with its water supply, 
will have to be as careful in 
its 
use of water 
as little 
Israel. 
However, the Senate subcom­ 
mittee, under Sen. Ed Muskie, 
Democrat from Maine, a state 
with almost as many lakes as 
Minnesota, has a solution — 
the cleanup of pollution. Muskie 
has 
been 
crusading 
against 
water pollution for many years 
and his committee has produced 
some 
constructive proposals 
for remedying the danger of a 
national water shortage. 
Specifically it recommends the 
expenditure of $6 billion annual­ 
ly -- about six times the John­ 
son budget for education - -t o 
end water pollution. 
The committee has carefully 
compiled estim ates of what the 
100 major cities of the United 
States will have to spend to 
clean up their water sources, 
and the figure for New York is 
$789 million in the next 
six 
years; for Chicago, $572 mil­ 
lion in the same period. 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
OUT OF DATE 
Sen. Muskie’s committee finds 
that sewage disposal plants in 
the United States are 40 years 
out of date, also that cities and 


industrial plants cannot afford 
the cost of cleaning up the waste 
they have been dumping into the 
stream s. 
Accordingly, 
they 
recommend 
federal 
grants, 
long-term loans and tax de­ 
preciation to encourage indus­ 
trial plants to reform their sys­ 
tems of waste disposal. 
The committee also recom ­ 
mends that $25 million be made 
available for research and de­ 
velopment of new methods 
of 
handling municipal sewage and 
industrial waste. 
“ A huge backlog of treatment 
facility needs was created dur­ 
ing the long period of disregard 
and 
neglect that 
preceded 
federal legislation,” the com­ 
mittee finds. “ The staggering 
financial burden attendant upon 
the backlog was clearly beyond 
the fiscal capacity of 
the na­ 
tion’s 
cities and towns. To an 
appreciable extent it remains 
so today.” 
The alternative, according to 
Sen. Muskie, is “ To clean up 
now or strangle on our own 
waste.” 
Note: The Senate committee 
warns that underground con­ 
tamination may also become 
a 
problem, 
specifically the 
placing of pickling acid from 
steel mills underground; also 
oil field wastes, and the dump­ 
ing of atomic waste at sea. Be­ 
cause of drought in the north­ 
east, the sinking fresh water 
table has been filling up with 
sea water. 
PERSISTENT DREAMER 
Congressman Claude Pepper, 
who for 12 years sat in the Sen­ 
ate, went back to his Senate 
seat the other day to watch that 
body pass a bill he has intro­ 
duced in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, H. R. 30, creating 
“ Interama,” a cultural center 
for 
Pan American 
activities 
in Miami. 
Claude 
had first introduced 
the bill in the 
Senate 
in 
March, 1941, almost 25 years 
ago. Later he was defeated by 
the man he had helped become 
’ U. S. 
Attorney 
in Florida, 
1 George Smathers. But 25 years 
later, having returned to Wash­ 


ington as a member of the House 
of Representatives, persistent 
Pepper finally passed his long- 
delayed bill.

Pepper as the vote was taken: 
“ Claude, this must be a source 
of great satisfaction to you.

Nor have I noted one 
single reprint of it, or a stronger and more 
cleverly written editorial along the same lines by 
some of my editor friends on either large or 
small newspapers! (Exception: St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.) Can all you good people care so 
little? 
(I plan even wider distribution of this editorial. 
What response do you think I will get? Or, 
better still, how many people in high places will 
hear from how many of YOU? Well, don’t count 
on many). 
Some of this indignation, fright, concern, 
patriotism which I know my friends share with 
me will be expressed in a big rally of young 
patriots (YAP) Saturday night in St. Louis. But 
speaking, shouting, and flag-waving in the Arena 
will not be enough: 
Congress convenes Monday. The judicial and 
administrative branches of our government 
seem to be coddling, appeasing, even accommo­ 
dating the Communists and Socialist (those 
near-cousins of the Commies). So, Congress is 
the only place for us to turn. Then let us turn 
to Congress with a vengeance, fraught with 
courage over fear, demanding actions natural 
from our gigantic, benevolent republic, rather 
than the stupid and weak fizzlings of what may 
appear to our enemies to be from a decadent 
democracy! And let’s do it NOW!

President Lyndon B. Johnson’s State of the 
Union proposal to create a department of 
transportation in the cabinet deserves more 
attention than it has gotten. 
It has been submerged in an avalanche of at­ 
tention directed at the Viet Nam war, other 
domestic spending programs of the Great So­ 
ciety, proposed retraction of the excise taxes 
on telephone calls and new automobiles. 
If President Johnson merely proposes the ad­ 
dition of another bureau on top of the awesome 
structure in the federal capital, Congress should 
boot the transportation department proposal 
right out of the picture. 
If the President plans to consolidate all the 
myriad federal agencies now regulating trans­ 
portation—the railroads, passenger and freight 
conveyances on the highways and in the air, 
the steamship lines, the barge and other river 
transportation vessels—into one department, 
Congress should act quickly to bring it into 
being. 
Transportation, whether it lie a commuter 
riding a train from New Jersey to New York 
or a shipper on the Great Lakes waterways, 
is important to the lives of all Americans. 
The American people have deserved a latter 
coordinated transportation policy than they have 
gotten. 
Railroads no longer hold a monopoly or should 
be subsidized as a beginner by the federal 
government’s policy toward them for many 
years has not recognized the changes in the 
transportation field that have affected the in­ 
dustry. The railroads have in SQme respects 
been unable to compete equally with other forms 
of transportation. 
Some railroads have lieen allowed to terminate 
services that it may have been in the national 
interest to continue. 
The industry has been afflicted by a variety 
of regulations and rules that have been contradic­ 
tory, in many instances harmful to growth if 
not its very existence, the need to make an 
adequate profit has not always been kept firmly 
in mind and regulations have on occasion un­ 
duly favored one type of transportation to the 
detriment of another. 
For years there has been a need for a co­ 
ordinated transportation policy, which would 
permit all segments of the industry to thrive 
on the basis of the public interest, their need 
for the various forms of transportation and to 
encourage growth. 
If this is what the President proposes let’s 
get along with the task of putting it into effect 
and eliminate a whole regiment of regulatory 
bureaus.

Included in this toll were 
700 pedestrians, or 12 per cent 
of the total." 
Captain Berglund pointed out 
that just as the 
motorist has 
the responsibility to drive care­ 
fully, so the pedestrian has just 
as great a responsibility to pre­ 
serve his life by walking safely. 
Pedestrian violations are of­ 
ten the contributing factor in the 
car-pedestrian type accident. 
The Captain went on to re­ 
mind motorists to l>e extra 


alert for youngsters and elder­ 
ly people. “ Children often don't 
think, and the adult must think 
for him, especially in danger 
areas such as near schools and 
playgrounds. The elderly people 
are often impaired in sight and 
hearing. Subsequently their re­ 
actions are slower, requiring 
extra caution on the driver's 
part. 
“ The pedestrian fatality toll 
for this year can be minimized, 
if both motorists and pedestri­ 
ans obey the traffic laws and 
are extra alert for the pres­ 
ence of one another," Captain 
Berglund concluded.

WASHINGTON — In 14 years 
the entire United States is in 
danger of being in the same boat 
as New York City, which has 
forbidden restaurants to serve 
water unless requested because 
of the water shortage. 
This is the general finding of 
the Senate 
subcommittee on 
Water Pollution 
which, after 
exhaustive hearings, publishes 
a prediction that by 1980--only 
14 years away--the American 
people will be using 650 billion 
gallons of water daily, yet will 
have only 650 billion gallons 
available from 
our streams, 
lakes and reservoirs. 
If this prediction is true, or 
even partially true, it means 
that the United States, once 
lavish with its water supply, 
will have to be as careful in 
its 
use of water 
as little 
Israel. 
However, the Senate subcom­ 
mittee, under Sen. Ed Muskie, 
Democrat from Maine, a state 
with almost as many lakes as 
Minnesota, has a solution — 
the cleanup of pollution. Muskie 
has been crusading against 
water pollution for many years 
and his committee has produced 
some 
constructive proposals 
for remedying the danger of a 
national water shortage. 
Specifically it recommends the 
expenditure of $6 billion annual­ 
ly -- about six times the John­ 
son budget for education --to 
end water pollution. 
The committee has carefully 
compiled estimates of what the 
IOO major cities of the United 
States will have to spend to 
clean up their water sources, 
and the figure for New York is 
$789 million in the next six 
years; for Chicago, $572 mil­ 
lion in the same period. 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
OUT OF DATE 
Sen. Muskie’s committee finds 
that sewage disposal plants in 
the United States are 40 years 
out of date, also that cities and 


industrial plants cannot afford 
the cost of cleaning up the waste 
they have been dumping into the 
streams. 
Accordingly, 
they 
recommend federal 
grants, 
long-term loans and tax de­ 
preciation to encourage indus­ 
trial plants to reform their sys­ 
tems of waste disposal. 
The committee also recom­ 
mends that $25 million be made 
available for research and de­ 
velopment of new methods of 
handling municipal sewage and 
industrial waste. 
“ A huge backlog of treatment 
facility needs was created dur­ 
ing the long period of disregard 
and 
neglect that 
preceded 
federal legislation," the com­ 
mittee finds. “ The staggering 
financial burden attendant upon 
the backlog was clearly beyond 
the fiscal capacity of the na­ 
tion’s cities and towns. To an 
appreciable extent it remains 
so today." 
The alternative, according to 
Sen. Muskie, is “ To clean up 
now or strangle on our own 
waste." 
Note: The Senate committee 
warns that underground con­ 
tamination may also become 
a 
problem, 
specifically the 
placing of pickling acid from 
steel mills underground; also 
oil field wastes, and the dump­ 
ing of atomic waste at sea. Be­ 
cause of drought in the north­ 
east, the sinking fresh water 
table has been filling up with 
sea water. 
PERSISTENT DREAMER 
Congressman Claude Pepper, 
who for 12 years sat in the Sen­ 
ate, went back to his Senate 
seat the other day to watch that 
body pass a bill he has intro­ 
duced in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, H. R. 30, creating 
“ Interama," a cultural center 
for 
Pan American activities 
in Miami. 
Claude 
had first introduced 
the bill in the 
Senate 
in 
March, 1941, almost 25 years 
ago. Later he was defeated by 
the man he had helped become 
U. S. 
Attorney 
in Florida, 
George Smathers. But 25 years 
later, having returned to Wash­ 


ington as a member of the House 
of Representatives, persistent 
Pepper finally passed his long- 
delayed bill.

elder Statesman Paul , 
Douglas, D-m., sitting beside 
Pepper as the vote was taken: 
“ Claude, this must be a source 
of great satisfaction to you. 
About 15 or 20 of these votes 
were cast because your name

If Sargent Shriver had been 
getting out of government alto­ 
gether instead of shifting from 
the Peace Corps to the office of 
Economic Opportunity, his exit 
would have brought many favor­ 
able editorials. Because he was 
merely shifting jobs, however, 
his exit from the Peace Corps 
was hardly noticed at all. 


No man in the many years I 
have been covering Washington, . 
however, has done such an in­ 
spiring and efficient job in or­ 
ganizing 
a new government 
agency from scratch and making 
it a vibrant, dynamic instrument 
around the world. 
I have seen other executives 
wrestle with new government 
bureaus and get fouled up in 
red tape. But Shriver cut the 
tape, built with amazing speed, 
used excellent 
judgment in

A jump 
in the price of farm products 
and wholesale foods warns the 
family shopper to look for still 
higher food prices at the super­ 
markets in coming weeks. 
Tight supplies in some tex­ 
tiles, along with higher wage 
scales, forecasts more expen­ 
sive clothing on the way. 
Service costs, from subway 
fares to medical care, may rise 
once more. 
Upward pressure on prices of 
industrial materials already is 
spreading 
into semi-finished 
products. The end product,con­ 
sumer goods, is the next logical 
target. 
Helping the trend is the up­ 
ward thrust of labor costs. 
These are lorn both of higher 
wage scales automatically going 
into effect this year inlinewihh 
old contracts, and of an appar­ 
ent slowdown in the rate of 
growth of productivity. 
Many 
economists now are 
predicting that 1966 will see la­ 
bor costs rise as fast or faster 
than last year, while productivi­ 
ty growtli will be at a slower 
pace. If so, the pressure for 
higher prices on many goods 
could dismay 
many families 
grappling with smaller take- 
home pay because of higher So­ 
cial Security taxes and larger 
withholding for income tax pay­ 
ments. 
Some of the factors helping to 
hold down prices in the last two 
or three years are 
disap­ 
pearing. 
Productivity grew faster than 
labor costs for a time. That is, 
new plant and equipment let 
more units of goods to be turned 
out for the same number of man 
hours, 
even if hourly wage 
scales were rising. Now, labor 
costs are rising faster than a 
year ago, while productivity is 
still increasing, but more slow­ 
ly than earlier in the 1960s. 
Another price stabilizer 
has 
been competition born of excess 
productive capacity. This is fast 
disappearing. Some shortages 
are reported, some time lags in 
deliveries. The hope here is that 
the big spurt in business spend­ 
ing for expansion just getting 
under way will 
reverse the 
tren d — although in some cases 
this will be many months in the 
future. 
And Fortune magazine’s econ­ 
om ists noting that “ productivity 
seem s to be slowing down while 
wage costs seem to be edging 
up,” predict that if this contin­ 
ues through much of 1966 there 
could be a rise in industrial 
prices for productivity reasons 
alone. They warn that “the war 
in Viet Nam will make the price 
environment in 1966 a lot differ­ 
ent from what it was last year.”

A Jump 
in the price of term products 
and wholesale foods warns the 
family shopper to look for still 
higher food prices at the super­ 
markets in coming weeks. 
Tight supplies in some tex­ 
tiles, along with higher wage 
scales, forecasts more expen­ 
sive clothing on the way. 
Service costs, from subway 
fares to medical care, may rise 
once more. 
Upward pressure on prices of 
industrial materials already is 
spreading 
into semi-finished 
products. The end product, con­ 
sumer goods, is the next logical 
target. 
Helping the trend is the up­ 
ward thrust of labor costs. 
These are born both of higher 
wage scales automatically going 
into effect this year inlinewihh 
old contracts, and of an appar­ 
ent slowdown in the rate of 
growth of productivity. 
Many 
economists now are 
predicting that 1966 will see la­ 
bor costs rise as test or tester 
than last year, while productivi­ 
ty growth will be at a slower 
pace. If so, the pressure for 
higher prices on many goods 
could dismay many tensities 
grappling with smaller take- 
home pay because of higher So­ 
cial Security taxes and larger 
withholding for income tax pay­ 
ments. 
Some of the factors helping to 
hold down prices in the last two 
or three years are 
disap­ 
pearing. 
Productivity grew tester than 
labor costs for a time. That is, 
new plant and equipment let 
more units of goods to be turned 
out for the same number of nan 
hours, 
even if hourly wage 
scales were rising. Now, labor 
costs are rising tester than a 
year ago, while productivity is 
still increasing, but more slow­ 
ly than earlier in the 1960s. 
Another price stabilizer 
has 
been competition born of excess 
productive capacity. Tills is test 
disappearing. Some shortages 
are reported, some time lags in 
deliveries. Tile hope here is that 
the big spurt in business spend­ 
ing for expansion just getting 
under way will reverse the 
trend — although in some cases 
this will be many months in the 
future. 
And Fortune magazine's econ­ 
om ists noting that “ productivity 
seem s to be slowing down while 
wage costs seem to be edging 
up," predict that if this contin­ 
ues through much of 1966 there 
could be a rise in industrial 
prices for productivity reasons 
alone. They warn that “ the war 
in Viet Nam will make the price 
environment in 1966 a lot differ­ 
ent from what it was last y ear."

“ is in some measure respon­ 
sible for the increase of High­ 
way fatalities in Missouri,” 
Hockaday said. 
In 1964, Hockaday said, there 
were 370 people killed in 143 
“ multiple-fatality” 
crashes; 
the figures rose to 438 dead in 
170 “ multiple - fatality” crash­ 
es in 1965. 
“ We felt that the increase in 
‘multiple-fatal tty’ crashes was 
a result, perhaps, of the in­ 
crease in speed,” Hockaday 
added. “ And, we think it is one 
of the reasons for the increased 
fatality rate.” 
Missouri traffic fatality toll 
for 1965 has already reached 
1,358 — well above the 1964 
record of 1,293 -- and will 
surely exceed the 1,360 fig­ 
ure 
when 
people injured in 
crashes last year die, 
the 
Superintendent said. 
The Highway Patrol members 
also felt that of the accidents 
caused by speeds “ too fast 
for conditions” , most of which 
were one-car accidents, fre­ 
quently occurring on second­ 
l y roads. On such roads, “ a 
safe speed is largely a matter 
Df opinion,” Hockaday said, not­ 
ing that this might often be be­ 
low the legal maximum of 65 
In the day and 60 at night. 
“ The driver is really the one 
jvho is responsible for safety— 
lot the highway condition or po­ 
lice enforcement — and that’s 
why we believe in voluntary 
compliance through education 
instead of forced compliance 
with the law,” Hockaday said. 
NEW COLOR PLATES 
TO BE ESUED YEARLY 
R now appears that Missouri­ 
ans 
will be getting a new 
license plate every year, not 
two plates as originally planned. 
The added costs of production, 
mailing, etc., apparently en­ 
tered into the decision. Target 
date for the new plates to be 
ussed is July I, which will 
mean that two colors of license 
plates will be legal in Mis­ 
souri until ones issued prior 
to July I are replaced. New 
color of the plates has not 
been announced.

KENNETT — A supreme court 
ruling held more than casual 
interest for two Kennett 
at« 
torneys - the ruling 
was the 
result 
of six and one-half 
years' work as a result 
of 
charges 
filed against a St. 
Louis 
attorney, 
F. Leland 
Jones. 
The Kennett attorneys, Flake 
L. McHaney and William H. 
Billings, served as attorneys 
for the advisory committee o*f 
the Missouri Bar Association, 
which 
filed charges against 
Jones on July 22, 1959,alleging 
he had violated the rules of the 
supreme court governing attor­ 
neys. The charges against Jones 
stated the St. Louis attorney 
had solicited personal injury 
cases of injured railroad em­ 
ployes, both in person 
and 
through a so-called runner who 
was paid directly or indirect­ 
ly to solicit cases for Jones. 
The cases involved injured em­ 
ployes in Ohio, Kentucky and 
Indiana. 
The 
association 
charged 
Jones with professional mis­ 
conduct and unlawful conduct as 
a licensed attorney of Missouri. 
It became the responsibility 
of McHaney and Billings 
to 
serve 
as attorneys for the 
Missouri liar, a task they per­ 
formed without pay, while all 
other participants in 
the 
case received compensation. 
From the time charges were 
filed until November of 1964, 
testimony in the case 
was 
heard by Special Commissioner 
Ronald L. Somerville of Chil­ 
licothe. 
This testimony was 
taken in St. Louis, Columbus, 
O., where the runner was then 
serving time in the Ohio Peni­ 
tentiary on a fraud conviction, 
and Cincinnati, O. This testi­ 
mony represented 50 days of 
hearings, more than 4,000 pages 
of testimony and five volumes 
of exhibits. In addition, 
the 
local attorneys held numerous 
conferences with the special 
commissioner. 
When the testimony was com­ 
pleted, 
the case was then 
briefed and argued before Hie 
special commissioner. 
The 
brief prepared by McHaney and 
Billings was 
258 legal-size 
pages, the brief filed by 
at­ 
torneys 
for Jones 
was 680 
pages. 
In 1965, the special commis­ 
sion filed a 138-page printed 
report of his findings and rec­ 
ommendations. He found the evi­ 
dence supported the charges 
against 
Jones 
and recom­ 
mended he l>e suspended from 
practice for three years. 
Tile case was then briefed by 
both sides for the 
supreme 
court. The brief prepared by 
the Kennett attorneys was 114 
printed pages in length, tile 
other side 
presented 
198 
pages. The case was argued 
before the Supreme Court in 
September of last year. 
A few days ago, the Supreme 


Court ruled that Jones had vio­ 
lated the cannons and ethics of 
the court and ordered the St. 
Louis attorney suspended from 
the practice of law in Missou­ 
ri until the “further order of 
this court and that he be per­ 
mitted to apply to this court for 
reinstatement after the 
ex­ 
piration of three years.” 
The courts' ruling also noted, 
“ We commend the Commission­ 
er, the Advisory Committee and 
its attorneys, and the attorneys 
for Jones, for the manner 
in 
which this difficult proceeding 
was conducted.” 
Attorneys for Jones noted that 
from the time they started on 
the case until It was decided 
by the supreme court, they had 
spent more than one work-year 
in preparing, briefing and argu­ 
ing the case.

requirements set by the federal 
housing authorities. 
The key to the situation, of 
course, 
is the allocation of 
funds for the projects by Con­ 
gress before it adjourns this 
summer. In other words, if the 
federal funds are made avail-

and 
the city qualifies* 
chances are good that 
the 
project will be carried out. 
Ross and other civic leaders 
have voiced concern over the 
- possible cutbacks in 
federal 
spending 
that

rumored in the national capital 
during the present session of 
Congress.

The original request

housing authority asked for 250 
units for Caruthersville. Ross 
stated that the federal agency

their own figure of 184 units. 
There is also a breakdown 
on the 184 units in the project 
reservation. It calls for 125 
of them to be for non-elderly 
persons and 60 of them for 
senior citizens. 
Ross said there was another 
development, but added he was

volved. He stated that the sec­ 
retary of the local Housing 
Authority, Terry Rollins, re­ 
ceived a letter from the Federal 
Housing and Home Administra­ 
tion in Fort Worth, Texas.

Several Southeast Missouri 
communities, including Steele 
and Hayti, have already been 
approved for housing programs.

He is a turtle hunter and this 
Is the time r f the year to meet 
the demand of the turtle meat 
and soup processors. 
Sherrill lives on a farm north­ 
east of here and raises hogs, but 
in the winter time he roves over 
an area within a hundred miles 
of his farm collecting the snap­ 
pers as they are known in the 
Ozarks. 
He says he has some secrets 
about his enterprise. He lias to 
know where to look for the tur­ 
tles, when to look and what to 
do with them after he finds 
them. 
Last year his take for the sea­ 
son amounted to 7,200 pounds, 
based on live weight. Generally 
his average is about thrOetons. 
He pointed out that the first 
requirement for hunting is cold 
weather, which causes the snap­ 
pers to hibernate. They gather 


in groups in underwater dens, 
ranging from three or four to as 
many as four dozen in one spot. 
Wearing wading boots, Sh errill 
gets into the water of such 
streams as Center Creek, Shoal 
Creek, Spring Riber and

Fork. He uses a steel - hooked 
pole to fish the turtles out of 
their hiding places. He carries 
them home in gunny sacks and 
puts them in storage. 


Storage is important in the 
business.

Sherrill says the largest he 
ever caught weighed 29 pounds, 
while the average runs from 8 
to 10 pounds.

Cold Days Busy 
For Turtle Hunter

CARTHAGE, 
MO. (A P ) 
— 
These cold winter days are busy 
ones for Ed Sh errill. 
He is a turtle hunter and this 
is the time of the year to meet 
the demand of the turtle meat 
and soup processors. 
Sherrill lives Ona farm north­ 
east of hereand raises hogs, but 
in the winter time he roves over 
an area within a hundred miles 
of his farm collecting the snap­ 
pers as they are known in the 
Ozarks. 
He says he has some secrets 
about his enterprise. He has to 
know where to look for the tur­ 
tles, when to look and what to 
do witli them after he finds 
them. 
Last year his take for the sea­ 
son amounted to 7,200 pounds, 
based on live weight. Generally 
his average Is about three tons. 
He pointed out that the first 
requirement for hunting is cold 
weather, which causes the snap­ 
pers to hibernate. They gather 


in groups in underwater dens, 
ranging from three or four to as 
many as four dozen in one spot. 
Wearing wading boots, Sherrill 
gets Into the water of such 
streams as Center Creek, Shoal 
Creek, Spring Rlber and Dry 
Fork. He uses a steel - hooked 
pole to fish the turtles out of 
their hiding places. He carries 
them home in gunny sacks and 
puts them in storage. 


Storage is important in the 
business. Awaiting transporta­ 
tion to market the turtles are 
bedded down in straw, but are 
kept cold, just above freezing. 
Sherrill says the largest he 
ever caught weighed 29 pounds, 
while the average runs from 8 
to IO pounds. 
The turtle hunter said the old 
belief that the snappers have 
seven kinds of meat is false. 
One eating the meat, he says, 
will find it’s only turtle meat, 
but it's pretty good eating whe­ 
ther it is in soup or fried in corn 
meal the way his wife does It.
